was not present but of which he has a report, made bye. a, who was in 
attendance. At this meeting, zi;» speaking for thi XKliALSBICT as a 

substitute for L 1, who was absent from TPCHSDO, stated that the 
PBPRIKSS were not honest like the ZRCROWNS and were staging operations 
behind the back of HTMEIGH but in the name of HflBI&H. He called upon 
those in attendance to assist him in the destruction of HTH8IGB. 

b-. The Military Junta then called upon C 1} for an explanation. 

C ^ might have told them that the ZRCROWi-IS had staged other operations 
about which they were not informed but, still believing that we are part- 
ners of the ZRCROWNS (at the political level), he did not avail himself 
of the opportunity. Instead, he explained that the Committee was com- 
pletely informed about any activities being conducted by the PBPRIKBS and 
would continue to be informed when such operations were staged entirely 
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"by the service which C- 3 represented; when operations were staged 
the intelligence service, with which C 3 he.d nothing to do, he 
would not inform the Committee because he himself would not he informed. 
This was not a very good answer, hut it pacified the • Military Junta for 
the moment.
